Notes from P.rsanal Expericnce in the
Argentine Republices«Readjustment
Causes Bus.ness Stagnation.

_Washington, Oet, .—3Mr. Buchunun,
I"nited States minister to the Argen-
tine Republic, in a report 1o the depart-

| ment of state on money and prices in

foreign countries, says:

YA majority of those who huve writ-
ten te me from the United States re-
surding wages and prices have Invari-
ably asked me to give them the result
uf my observations with regard o the
practical workings of the cheap money
system of the country as it has affect-
wil, and affects the farmer and wage
ecarner. On this point let me say that

 from an extended and carciul personal

observation 1 am convineed that, with
posgsibly a few exceptions, all eliasscs
of workmen here are today recelving
less wages, the purchaslng power of
their money being considered, than

they were ten years ago.

“1t i# true and easily understood that
as Jong as guld was riging, the farmer
who was selling his products, as he had
always done and continues to do, on @
gold price, fixed cuiside of the country,
was stendily receiving higher paper
prives for all that he had to sell, and
wus in consequence a direet gainer by
high gold., 1t is equally true that he
hns been the galner In other waeys;
he has paid bur little more ront, if
any, for his lond than he paid Ave yenrs
Ao, Strange ag it seems, he hoad padd,
and Is today payving, but a teifle mose
o his liborers thun when gold was on

la par ten years ago, and as he pro-

duces on his furm the meat, vegetables,
eéte., necessary for his family, he has
the lion's share of the'galn in the rise
in gold,

“On the other hand, the workman
found it very difficult to get an in-
crease in his wages, as gold advanced,
It required four years for him to get an
average Increase of 20 per cent. in his
earnings, while the farmer had been
recelving the benefits of an increase
In the gold premium averaging more
than fifty per cent. for the same per-
In the meantime the merchant
found It easy and profitable to incrense
the price of his gouds, in keeping with
the rise of gold, Rent: lkewise In-

| ereased, although more slowly, and as

the prices of a!ll commoditles rose the
laborer found himself dally bhelng made
pourer. Agitate as he would, he could
not get his salary Increased in any
reasoneble proportion to the Increase
in the premium on gold, Strikes were
resorted to; all sorts of efforts made
to bring about an increase in his re-
celpts untll finally he last year reach-
ed which we may call “wage highwater
mark."

HOW IT AFTFECTS THE FARMER.

“Qince then gold has steadily fallen, |

The flrst person to fesl the decline hag
been the farmer who 18 complaining
bitterly of the relatively low prices he
Is recelving for hig products, while he
findeg himself obliged to pay the same
prices for what he buys that he did
when he recelved $2,50 more for every

one hundred kilos of wheat than he now |

receives,

The gold does not Induce the mer-
chant to “muark down” his goods with
the same good will he manifested when
he advanced their price.  Notwith-
standing the decling in the employers'
income, as gold falls, the workmoen will
not, in all probabilitly, consent to a
decrease in his present wages without
a bLitter fight: nor can he do so unless
there I8 a sharp decline in rents and in
the cost of living, As gold declines,
the wage ecarner who recelves a gold
salary finds hig income digappearing,
while hig expensez remain as before,
of readjustment in the
value of the money of the country has
brought about o complete stagnation
in business, With the advent of low
gold, the farmer, whe made money on
s rlse turmed speculator and holds
grain or cattle for a hicher rote. The
merchant cannot ma'te colleetions be-
cause of this condition of things, and
a4 he has to pay abrond he also be-
comes n epeculator and walts for Jlow-
er gold.

“Thus evervone, to some extent, he-
comes a sneculator, at least to the ex-
tent of trving to orofit in some man-
ner by the dally rise and fall in gold.
Of the fact that the unsettled and
ghifting value thus glven to the cur-
rency of this republic Injures trade
here, there can be no question: and It
can be sgually stated ns o fact that
the wide Nuctuations that have taken
place in the value of the currency
within the npagt year or two have
brought on a commercial gituation far
from satisfactory to the merchants,
farmers or workingmen,”

CHRISTIANS BECAME ALARMED.

According to Turklsh methods, this
wns understood to be an order to the
rg--\'vmur gvneral to treat the Armenl-
lans of Egin as those of other placea
| have besn treated. Naturally, the
Christians became alarmed when this
| news leaked out on Monday, Sept, 14;
they closed thelr shops and barricaded
themegelves In thelr houses, as large
numbers of Kurds had been seen hov-
oring about the outskirts of the elty,
Thereupon the under governor sent
word to the Armenfans that the Kurds
had been driven off, and he summoned
the Armenians to the market and made
them open thelr shops, In consequence
on Tuesday, Sept. 15, the shops were
opened and business was going on as
usual when, suddenly, a gun was fired
in the upper quarter of the clty, evi-
dently a eignal, and the massacre be-
gan. For three days the killing of Ar-
menlans was continued, but the massa-
cre was carried out by the Turkish
soldiers and the Turkish populace and
not by the Kurds. The sultan's exe-
cutioners first devoted themselves to
killing, then to plunder and lastlv to
burning the houses.

SPANISH VICTORIOUS.

The Cuban Rebels Are Compelled to
Fiee After a Bloody Fight at
Pinar Dzl Rio.

Havana, Oct, 20—Colonel Segura
has reported to the government that
his command surprised & body of re-

| bels at Gargania Soroa, province of

Pinar Del Rio, and that in the tighting
that followed, four of the Insurgents
were killed,

Colonel Segura left the main body of
his command and with a small force
started to reconnoftre the country, On
his way back he learned that the Za-
mora battalllon was engaged with the
rebels. He, therefore, hurried to the
ecene of the tighting and touk part In
the combat.

The rebels made desperate efforts to
carry the Spunish position and thus
wpen the way for thelr return to the
hillg, but were compelled to retreat,
closely followed by the Spanlards, A
gerles of bloody fights occurred dur-
ing the two deays of the pursuit. The
rebels left sixty-one dead on the tield,
but it is belleved that thelr losses were
much heavier than this. The troops
lost a lieutenant and twenty-one pri-
vates killed, and one hundred and ten
wounded, Including four captaing and
two licutenants,

MILLION DOLLAR FIRE.

Expensive Conflagration on Goose
Isiand, Near Chicago.

Chicago, Oct, 26,—In less than an
hour, at noon today, fire destroyed §1,-
200,000 worth of property on the north
branch of the Chilcago river, in a de-
lapidated locality known as Goose Is-
Iand, The Paclfic grain elevator A and
B, owned by the Chicago and Paclfic
Elevator company, were completely de-
stroyed and several frame dwellings
adinining were swept away In the aval-
anche of flame, There were more than
a milllon bushels of wheat stored In
the two great elevators. The logs on
that i& estimated at $861,000; on corn,
